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The Constitutional Relations Be- 
tween Dominion and the 
Motherland Discussed. 

A mosl instructive address, during 
jihe course of which the subject ot 
"Imperial Union After the War" was 
I discussed in a most coherent and com- 
prehensive manner, was delivered by 
Dean Lee, of the Faculty Of Law, be- 
fore the regular bi-monthly meeting of 
the Young People's Society last even- 
ing. 

"The subject or Imperial unity," be- 
gan the speaker, after being intro- 
duced by Mr. S. W. Jacobs, K.C., the 
acting chairman, "is one thai, interests 
us all at the present time. For after 
England found herself involved within 
a few days' notice in the catastrophe 
or the great war that has been raging 
for the past year and a half, the Do 
minions took sides with the Mother- 
land lu a manner that has excited the 
admiration of the world." 

The speaker then suited that the 
question naturally arose as 10 whe- 
ther the present constitutional rela- 
tions between the Colonies and the 
Mother Country should remain as they 
were or be altered. 

"As things stand al present," ex- 
plained Dean Lee, "England's foreign 
policy is directed by a man chosen by 
and responsible to the United King- 
dom and unresponsible lo the Domin- 
ions- is that a condition to wïitcii the 
Dominions shall acquiesce alter the 
war, or shall il be changed so as to 
secure for the Dominions their share 
in the government of the Empire?" 

The British Constitution. 

The Denn next sketched, briefly but 
comprehensively, the existing consli 
tutlonal relation between Canada and 
the Mother Country. The principle of 
the Uritish Constitution was discusses 
under three heads: 1, the theory; 2, 
t lie practice, and !). the problem of lac 
British Constitution. This constitu- 
tion, which governed one-fifth of the 
population of the globe, was "splendid 
in its simplicity," remarked the speak- 
er. The source of our laws, the source 
of our government and the source of 
our administration is the King's Most 
Excellent Majesty. The laws are made 
by the King and his Parliament. The 
Parliament, which acts with the King, 
is composed of two Houses, the House 
of Commons and the House of Lords. 
The members of the latter are iieredit- 
ary; the male descendants of all who 
arc admitted to the peerage are 
deemed equally fitted to advise the 
King. The House of Commons Is the 
result of the King desiring to have the 
advice or his people, and he according- 
ly summons their representatives from 
the various towns, counties, etc. The 
King, therefore, legislates by and with 
the advice and consent of his lords, 
spiritual and temporal. 

Referring to the executive adminis- 
tration, the speaker explained that the 
King, in order to be advised, gathered 
about him certain members who com- 
posed the Privy Council, or secret 
council, which he consulted, when he 
saw fit, regarding the business of ad- 
ministration. In reference to the the- 
ory of judicial authority, Dean I,cc cx-

Regarding legislation, neither the 
King nor the Lords have anything to 
do with it- All legislation in England 
is promoted by the Cabinet, Is carried 
through the Commons, passed through 
Ihc Lords, and finally receives the as- 
sent of the King. 

The dependencies of the Mother 
Country, the speaker explained, are or 
two kinds— Dominions and Crown Col- 
onics. The Dominions arc five in 
number: Canada. Australia, Now Zea- 
land. South Africa and Newfoundland-. 
I In each or these responsible govern- 
;mcnt is in vogue, carried on by repre- 
sentative institutions modelled aflcr 
those in Great Britain. The Imperial 
Parliament docs not legislate for the 
Dominions except at their own re- 
quest. Any change in the constitution 
of the Dominion must be mane 
through the Imperial Parliament 1)r 
the result of representation made by 
the Dominion House. The government 
of the Crown Colonies— as, for cx- 
ample, Jamaica. West Indies and Brit- 
ish Guiana — Is different. It is closer 
to the .Mother Country and legislation 
in effeeied through the Colonial Ofriec 
by means of ordcrs-in-eouncil. 

The government In Great Britain, 
the speaker went on to explain, or the 
Cabinet, is not chosen by the King in 
practice, but by Farllament through 
the Prime Minister, who is the vorce 
of the jieoul •.

Currie was lecturer 
in accountancy iu tic School of Com- 
merce before he enlisted as quarter- 
master-sergeant iu No. z Canadian 
General Hospital (McGill). Later no 
secured his transfer to the Second 
Universities Company. 

Lieut. Dixon was the last man u 
join the 23rd Battalion, Wcstmounl 
Rifles, C.E.F., before it lert Montreal 
a year ago. lie enlisted as a private, 
and secured his commission after ar- 
rival in England. He is a son ot Wel- 
lington Dixon, rector of the Montreal 
High School. 

Lieut- "Buster" Ueid has also risen 
from the ranks of the 23rd Battalion, 
lie joined as a private before tbec osio 
of the 1914 football, season, was pro- 
moted through various grades mill, he 
obtained his commission just bclorc 
the unii sailed from Quebec. Af'rr 
arrival in England, Lieut. Ilcid was 
sent to France with a draft for the 
3rd Battalion, and has since been on 
-service with that unit. He has been 
twice wounded and has been men- 
tioned in despatches for conspicuous 
bravery.

German Philosopher, Treitsehkc." 

P. A. G . Clark contributed I lie rirst 
paper, his subject being "Treitsehkc: 
His Theory of Ihe State." He stated 
that up lo the present time the Eng- 
lish people did not know the influence 
of Treitsehkc upon Ihc German war 
policy. Kvon his writings were loo 
little known by English thinkers and 
politicians. 

Hcinrich von Troitschke was born 
in Dresden, Saxony, in 1834, or Slavic 
parentage, lie was originally intended 
for the army, but, on account of dis- 
ease, turned his attention to history 
and philosophy. 

Treitsehkc belongs to I lie. Prussian 
school in his historical philosophy, 
which school has had much influence 
upon the modern I'rusnlanism of Ger- 
many. Their theory was (hat ihc end 
justified the means, and that the pre- 
servation of the state is the para- 
mount consideration of the sovereign 
body. He agrees with Hobbcs in that 
the power of the Sovereign is absolute 
and irrevocable. 

His definition of the stale is that, 
the state is the people legally united 
as an independent, power. By people 
is meant a number of families living 
permanently together, and that the 
late existed as long as hiimauiiy. Ac- 
cording to liis conception of sover- 
eignty, if states conclude treaties wltl) 
one another, their completeness as 
powers is restricted. Arms will 
maintain the right of the state to as- 
sert itself. In this lies the sacrcdncss 
or war. 

I'lic state is power, and in accord- 
ance with ilits view the existence ol' 
small states is unjustifiable; the great 
state has tho nobler capacity both for 
higher culture and law-making.

The first task of Ihc stale is a two- 
fold one, the organization of the army, 
and the administration of the law in 
order to protect its citizens both rrom 
external attack and from internal dis- 
sension. 

The sccoud fund ion of the stale is 
to make war. He claims that all 
great nations have arisen out of war, 
that war exaltctb a nation; it is the 
medicine of the nations, and that, as 
Ihc cost increases, wars will come 
with less frequency, but yet the desire 
for war will always remain with men. 

The only moral duty ot the slate is 
to safeguard its power, its only sin or 
contravention or morals Is weakness, 
politically. 

Thus even Hie breaking of treaties 
may be considered morally justified II 
Ihc unconditional duty or self-pre- 
servation justifies the states. 

Treitsehkc believes that the party 
system is necessary lo the political 
life of any nation. 

The slate, in relation lo religion, 
education, and domestic economy, 
nothing must conic in contact or be 
in contravention to any of the laws of 
the slate. 

in the administration or I lie slate, 
Treitsehkc believes that Hie army is a 
necessary evil. The army may be 
employed by a noble nation as a dor- 
mant weapon. That when in war 
states uro justified in bringing all 
means and powers available into the 
struggle, 

T. W. L. MacDcrmol read Ihc 
second paper, his topic being 
"Treitsehkc and England." These two 
names stand Tor the opposing doc- 
trines, and one must prevail. There is 
not room iu Ihc world for two nations 
holding these two different doctrines, 
one must be superior. One. of these 
doctrines is upheld by Treitsehkc. To 
his own countrymen Treitsehkc acted 
the pari of a teacher. The effects of 
his teachings are as wide as they are j 
deep. He criticizes Lngland and Eng-j 
lish customs, her climate, her lack of' 
chivalry, her lack of beautiful scen- 
ery as compared to that of tho Rhine 
Valley. He praises the English family 
and the respect shown lo women In 
public places. England's supremacy 
lies in the fact that sho Is m. mart tune 
nation. Socially tho aristocracy ot 
England in good. This quite HgreeK 
with his belief, or class homv and re- 
finement of society, but contradicts 
his political theories, H« wns no 
friend ot limited monarchies, lie be- 
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How About This? 



Among the majority of the organizations which come under 
the direction of the undergraduates of the University there seems 
to lie an utter absence of any attempt at proper record-keeping. 
Persons who are bent upon the securing of information relative 
to the history and past officers of any particular organization are 
at a loss to secure such ; they may search through the minutes 
books kept by the secretaries from cover to cover, and yet be un- 
able to secure that of which they are in search. They usually find 
the names of certain officers of the organization, but seldom are 
the initials or the years of these officers available. The person 
iu search of information of this, sort can only trust to conjecture 
and the Graduates' Directory to satisfy his curiosity. 

An adequate history of the University and its Campus organi 
zations has yet to be written; there is no doubt, however, that 
there will come a time when someone will confer a benefit upon 
the University, its graduates and its friends by setting about the 
compilation of such a volume. Think of the difficulty with which 
the historian will be met if he has nothing more satisfactory upon 
which to base his efforts than a number of minutes books which 
are incomplete and incorrect. 

The executives of student organizations are certainly not ful- 
filling their proper functions or discharging their duties in a 
capable or efficient manner unless their records are in such a state 
as to be satisfactory in every respect to succeeding executives. It 
seems deplorable that so many organizations exhibit such careless- 
ness'iu their business relations. Many have no permanent min- 
utes books, and are content to make use of a ten-cent scribbler in 
which to record what has been accomplished during the year. The 
consequence is that these are not infrequently lost, and an incom- 
ing executive is at a loss to discover what its predecessors have 
done during their terms of office. There is usually an utter ne- 
glect of the recording of satisfactory information. The rule is 
generally that no mention at all is made of those facts which would 
be invaluable to the compiler or historian. 

Even the Students' Council, the governing student body, had 
no adequate record of its past membership until a very recent date. 
It»was only when search had been made of successive Annuals in 
the Iledpath Library that a complete list of undergraduates who 
had occupied a seat on this body since its inception could be ob- 
tained. The matter was brought up at the last meeting of the 
Students' Council, and future Councils will now have the advan- 
tage of knowing tho names of their predecessors. It would be a 
splendid Ihing if other organizations could be relied upon to follow 
the lead set by the Council. It is a duty which they owe, both to 
the past and to the future. McGill is far too forgetful of its past. 
A society or other organization without proper records is like a 
reference work without an index.

ROMAN DEFENCE OF THE ALPS 



Signor Hodolfo Lanclani, professor 
of Roman topography at the Univer- 
sity of Rome, delivered a lecture re- 
cently upon the Vciicto-Istrian fron- 
tier in ancient Roman times. Eighteen 
centuries ago Rome was faced with 
much the same frontier problems a» 
the Rome of to-day, and the récitât or 
the provisions adopted by the ancients 
Is of interest also with regard to the 
present war. 

The arms for the defcucr. of the 
Western Empire, i he lecturer said, 
came from 10 factories, of which live 
were in Illyricus, six in Italy, and 
eight in Gaul. The principal factory 
in Italy was the Concordia sagiiuria 



built by the Romans on the Ycneto- 
Istrian frontier, crossing the passes of 
i ho Carnic and Julian Alps. The mili- 
tary engineers of that day made no 
curves, the ascents and descents being 
made by means of short, straight 
stretches nf road in zig-zags of 100 
metres each. The hostels with over- 
hanging roofs, like those of the mod- 
ern Swiss chalet, were admirably 
heated by bynocausts and wall piping, 
ami drinking troughs were also pro- 
vided for the beasts of burden. 

An important strategic point where 
the fortunes of the peninsula were 
contested scores of times was the Pons 
Sontli, tho bridge over the Is-onzo, 14 
miles from Aquilcia on the Pannonia

arrows, as the name indicates. Then 
there was the scularia ct armoruin 
(shields and war engines) at Verona, 
the lorlcarja (cuirasses) at Mantu», 
the scutaria at Cremona, the armaria 
on the Ticino, and the spatlmria 
(swords) at Lucca. Tho institution of 
factories of arms in the quadrilateral 
Verona, Mantua, Cremona and Concor- 
dia (Portogruaro) with bases on the 
Ticino and Serchio would seem to In- 
dicate that the pusses of the north- 
eastern Alps were considered the 
weakest point of the Italian frontier 
from earliest times, for it must be rc- 
meriibered that each of these (owns 
was strongly garrisoned by auxiliary 
militia as well as by the mtlitarUoct 
workmen.

Hero Maximinus' army pitched their 
tents, and the bridge was rebuilt by 
him and the Gemina road reopened in 
-Sû. Here again at the confluence of 
the Frigldo (WIppacb) Thcodosius de- 
fcatcd Eugcnlus in 435. The hordes ot 
Ala ric and Vitlgc crossed this bridge, 
as well as the fierce Longobards, and 
the Turks of the fifteenth century. 
Aquilcia owes its existence to the Gal- 
lic invasion of IS-' B.a Livy tells us 
that the first colonists were 3,000 
legionaries, about 30 centurions and a 
considerable number of horsemen. 
But a few years later, in 10S B-C, the 
tribes across tho Isonzo had become 
so troublesome that the Senate was 
obliged to reinforce tho colony by 1SO0 
families. In spite of this, the Japldi 
of the present Croatia attacked the 
colony in the time of Augustus, the 
Marcomannl, and Quadi besieged it 
under Marcus Aurclius, and other bar- 
barians under Gajlienus, Up to the 
time of its final ruin by the Huns in 
•132 A.D., Aquilcia enjoyed but short 
intervals of peace, and yet its site as 
a fortress on the Vcnto-Islrlan fron- 
tier, along which there was n wall 100 
miles in length, running from VIpacco, 
over S. Piclro to Ifiume, was admir- 
ably chosen, with Concordia guarding 
ihc line of supplies. The defenders of 
Aquilcia could also depend upon the 
liclp of the fleet, the classis Prae- 
toria Ravcnuac, which could be reach- 
ed by a scinapboiic message In a few 
minutes. II is true that, the port of 
Ravenna, originally capable of accom- 
modating 210 ships, was silting up so 
I hat. by the fourth century only fish- 
ing boats could enter, but it is pre- 
sumable that the Adriatic fleet har- 
bored at Tola or Tergcste, especially 
an it is known that the crews were 
drawn from the Illyrian-DalmaUan 
coast.

The utilizing of peat as a source of 
motive power is discussed by George 
Fletcher, F.G.S-, M.R.I.A., ' assistant 
secretary in respect of technical in- 
struction in Ireland, in the journal of 
the Irish Board of Agriculture. The 
problem of the utilization of peat for 
Industrial purposes, he says, is one of 
perpetually recurring interest, as the 
amount of combustlblo matter in tho 
world's peat deposits exceeds that oi 
all tho known coal fields. For Ire- 
land the question is one of vital in- 
terest. Her coal deposits are small 
and relatively unimportant, white 
nearly one-seventh of the area of the 
country, i.e., over two and thrcp.quar- 
ter million acres, is covered witb peat, 
much of which is of ex'-.elicnt quality, 
This represents a vast amount of po- 
tential energy, awaiting only a prac- 
tical mcaii3 of utilizing It. Numerous 
attempts have been made to devise a 
profitable means ot doing so. Jinny 
of the schemes have been ill-consid- 
ered, or worse, and capitalists arc 
scarcely to bo blamed if they mo 
"shy" in regard to any new proposals. 
Yet a rich reward awaits the suc;css- 
ful adventurer. 

It must not be forgotten lhut peat 
constitutes the only fuel for domc.it ic 
purposes over the larger part of rural 
Ireland, but this does not affect .'.he 
utilization of many large areas of bog 
as yet wholly undeveloped- Except 
for such utilization, the peat bogs can 
only be regarded as a disadvantage, us 
they occupy so large an area of wbet 
might otherwise be cultivable land. 
Attempts have been made and aro still 
being made to cultivate the surface of 
bogs, but over a large area or bog this 
must be regarded as impracticable. 
Tho manner in which peat Tioga nave 
been formed over undralned marshy 
areas results in the Tact that cultiva- 
tion would, in general involve exten- 
sive drainage operations.

Robert Louis Stevenson was neve 
successful as a playwright, although 
his novels show wonderful dramatic 
possibilities. Why? Because he never 
took the drama seriously, never really 
knew tbe requirements of the stage. 
In fact, he never went to the theatre 
until he was twenty-four. 

It's much the same caBe as the Har- 
vard man who has never been farther 
west than Rochester, and who won- 
ders why his stories on Western life 
ot the plains, which be culled from an 
encyclopaedia, are never accepted by 
tbe magazine editors. 

Some college graduates can trace 
their failure back to this same atti- 
tude. They lose touch witb the world 
while in college, they create nn arti- 
ficial life which they seem to think 
the world will be glad to adjust its 
manners to. When they have re- 
ceived their degrees, they are as 
strangers In a foreign land. They 
seem to forget that perhaps the world 
outside is slightly different than the 
little world which they have manu- 
factured for themselves. 

They don't know the world, as Ro- 
bert Louis Stevenson didn't know the 
theatre, as tho Harvard man didn't 
know the West. Hence, they fail.

soarcb. Now each has its graduate 
department, and lays great emphasis 
on original work. So much stress has 
been laid on this line of work that the 
pendulum, after the fashion ot all 
pendulums, has swung far. Ono result 
is that there arc few scientific writ- 
ings to-day which it is not penal labor 
to read. 

Are scientists willing to admit that 
style Is a gift, that it is not desirable 
or that they are unwilling or unable 
to find the secret of it? 

Accuracy and orlglual research arc 
tho right passports to an academic 
career, but these aro uot all of life or 
of learning. To have something which 
you cannot transmit is purely a per- 
sonal luxury. Any historian who can- 
not make bis narrativo interesting is 
damned already, and no amount of 
learning or research will save him. 

It rests with tbe academicians to 
explain why, witb all of our advance 
in sound learning, so many more edu- 
cated Englishmen than Americans 
speak our common tongue with charm 
and write it with distinction, and why 
in academic circles it is no reproach 
to an American scholar to write wjth- 
out style and without proportion.

A new vista of potentialities for 
peat has opened up iu recent years, 
.lust as thc nineteenth century will al- 
ways be associated with the develop- 
ment of the steam engine, culminating 
in the steam turbine, so will thc twen- 
tieth century be able to claim thc tri- 
umph of the internal combustion en- 
gine. Thc success of the gas engine 
has led to investigations which result- 
ed in the many forms or producer gas 
plant, and there arc now many thou- 
sands of installation ot this method of 
producing power for mechanical pur- 
poses. 

Anthracite is most commonly em- 
ployed as a fuel, but. coke Is some- 
times used where thc former is not 
available. It will be clear that thc 
kind of fuel selected will depend upon 
tho typo of producer, the sources of 
supply, and upon considerations of 
price- The possibility of utilizing peat 
in producer gas plants was mentioned 
by the department as far back as 1004. 
It is a noteworthy and encouraging 
fact that an installation at Portadown 
has been round to be entirely satisfac- 
tory, and to effect a considerable sav- 
ing over anthracite. This is the more 
remarkable, as thc by-products arc

Dr. C. K. Clarke, superintendent of 
the Toronto General Hospital, has re- 
ceived a letter from a medical office* 
with No. 4 Canadian General Hospital 
at Salomki. which gives many inter- 
esting details of the work being done 
by No. 4 Hospital Corps.

"The work in the hospital has been 
n little more relaxed since the begin- 
ning of the year owing to the fact that 
the troops are now more or less com- 
fortably situated in permanent winter 
quarters, and the men have fair faeiit. 
rtlee for taking care of their health am) 
aguarding against a recurrence of the 
conditions endured in the mountains 
■during late November and December. 
The work in medicine and surgery is 
pretty well organized and is being car- 
ried out with thoroughness and effi- 
ciency. The bulk of the work still 
tends to the side of medicine. 

"The amount of active surgery has 
changed very little, almost every case 
coming to us presenting some acute 
phase of such surgical conditions as 
appendicitis, hernias, more or less ex- 
tensive gunshot wounds, fractures, etc. 
We also had very interesting exam- 
ples of gas, and gangrene following 
gunshot wounds- There is an average 
of four or five operations per day. 

"Our nursing staff are deserving of 
unstinted praise for the devoted and 
unselfish way in which they arc 
carrying on the work. Their cheer- 
fulness and adaptability to circum- 
stances is an extremely pleasing fea- 
ture of the hospital life and I am glad 
to say that as things stand at present 
we are able to give a great deal more 
consideration to these ladies and be 
less exacting In our demands upon 
ineir time than we have formerly been.
